DETAILED ACTION 

Status of Claims 

1. Claims 1, 2, 7, 10, and 15-23, filed September 22 nd , 2010, are currently under 
examination. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

2. Claims 1 , 2, 7, 1 0, and 1 5-23 are allowed. 

Reasons for Allowance 

3. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

The closest prior art of Ueno (JP 2002-208125) discloses sputtering target 
materials comprising the claimed Co-Cr-Pt-B alloys produced by casting, hot rolling, and 
heat treating; however one of ordinary skill would not have reasonably expected a 
sputtering target of Ueno that has a composition as now claimed to possess the claimed 
microstructure, as the particular examples of the prior art produced by hot rolling at 50% 
reduction utilize compositions that do not meet the claimed limitations regarding an alloy 
consisting of Co-Cr-Pt-B, as seen in Table 4 of Ueno.
